of clemency in fifty five cases. 
“ In this connection,” said A t­ 
torney General P a lm e r in an a n ­ 
nouncement, “I desire to call a t ­ 
tention 
to tire exaggerated fig­ 
ures which are being used by p e r ­ 
sons agitating for w h a t is called 
a general amnesty to political pris­ 
oners; so exaggerated in fact, th at 
I cannot help suspecting the over­ 
statement to be deliberate. 
“W h en this investigation of the 
espionage act cases began about 
two m o n th s ago a to ta l number of 
persons confined in jails and pen ­ 
itentiaries for violation of the e s­ 
pionage act was 
only 
239. 
Of 
these

sentences of 55 have 
since expired and five have been 
paroled, leaving 179 now in con­ 
fin e m e n t, 
in about th irty of these 
cases th e sentences have already 
been commuted and 
I have now 
recommended commutations in 52 
ore.

W. group of cases in 
Chicago and 
California, 
which

“There; are no m e n in prison 
because of tho expression of their 
views on social, economic or po­ 
litical question, including the war.

Many obstructed the d ra ft in other 
ways, as t*or instance by armed 
resistance, by stirring up fraudu­ 
lent claims for exemption from 
military service and other meth­ 
ods.
